rI he latest estim a tes of < \ist 
ing area* of a va ila ble cork oa k forests 
m a ke their extent from .3,300,(100 to 
.3,500,000 acres, of which a bout one- 
ha lf, including those on 
its Africa n 
possessions, belong s to 
Fra nce.

w ood ot the cork oa k is hea vy, coarst 
g ra ined a nd of a yellow brown color; 
it shrink* a nd wa rps ba dly in sea soning 
a nd decay s ra pidly w hen exposed to tin 
a ction of the a tm osphere.

va lue in the arts, but furnishes a useful 
fuel a nd m a kes g ood cha rcoa l.
